Conditions in general in Albania are Said to bo extremely poor; Soviet 
aid consists mainly of clothing, war matoriol end other equipment des- 
tined exclusively for the armed forces. The police exorcises the most 
stringent control ovor tho people , and, in order to live in peace them- 
selves, same are said to be ready to denounce friunds or relatives in 
order r.ot to bo suspootod by tho police. Under such conditions, infor- 
mants report, the Albanian people will nover be able to organize them- 
selves to overthrow the present regime* 
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
